Predicting Big 
Earthquakes 


__|straight_out!.and_walk _only_n few! Scientists_are making _pro- 


gress towards predicting des- 
tructive earthquakes, reports 
the Rev. Charles -E. Depper- 
acting director of the 
Manila Observatory. : 
“We' can now predlct,” the priest 
“whether a strain in the 
earth's: crust Is erupting up. But 
just when it Ss going to pop we 
enannot yet say. We are making 
intensive studies of scismological 
records, and years of patient work 
still lie ahead. 
“However,” he-added, “if 
new mothod of exploring the ‘in- 
terior of the carth {is found, our 
task would be casier, Today we 
do not know enough of what that 
Interior is made of to predict pre- 
clsely when the strain had built up
